The retail grocery trade of England is threatened 
with extinction on account of the competition of the co- 
operative stores. ‘The whole trade is alarmed and is 
anxiously seeking some means of self-preservation. 
The grocers declare they would welcome even American 
trusts in preference to their co-operative rivals. In 
one of the largest cities in the north of England it is 
stated that the co-operative societies are boasting of 
having driven individual butchers, grocers and drapers 
out of business, according to a London paper. 

Shopkeepers complain that they are unfairly handi- 
capped by the exemption of the societies from income 
tax—a privilege accorded at the inception of the move- 
ment in order to encourage its development. In addi- 
tion to co-operative competition grocers are suffering 
severely from the increase in the number of companies 
opening branch shops. In every district of the me- 
tropolis and in the principal cities and towns of the 
country hundreds of these branch stores are in existence. 
It is alleged that they cut prices below a living profit. 
A representative retail grocer asserts that the only sal- 
vation lies in the wholesalers combining on American 
lines and agreeing to sell only to shopkeepers main- 
taining prices and cutting out both co-operative stores 
and companies with branches. He declares that unless 
something is done the ranks of the retail grocers will 
be seriously diminished before Christmas, 190%. 


Ir 1s estimated that the recent Christmas shopping 
in Chicago eclipsed that of a year ago by from 20 to 50 
per cent. While the bulk of the $15,000,000 it is esti- 
mated was spent in that city in the purchase of presents 
went to the department stores, quite a goodly percentage 
went to legitimate retail dealers. 


We learn that the Christmas shoppers of Frankfort- 
on-the-Main, Germany, made a determined effort by 
concerted action to win the trade of the only department 
store in that city on account of its menace to the com- 
mercial welfare of the community. We regret to state 
that the only reason this crusade did not result suc- 
cessfully was that every American in the city traded at 


that city exclusively.

to be distributed, cannot 
prosper, and therefore cannot buy, unless the consumer has 
both the power and disposition to purchase; such power 
and disposition, upon the part of the consumer, can be reason- 
ably expected to exist only when, in general, his products, of 
whatever kind or nature, are ordinarily abundant and may 
find a market at remunerative prices. Such conditions are pro- 
moted by thorough employment of workmen and other wage- 
earners at fair rates of pay, thereby giving them large pur- 
chasing power. 

EACH CLASS IS A SEGMENT OF A CIRCLE. 

Thus it appears that each of these classes constitutes a 
portion of a circle, of which hundreds of other classes form 
other portions, of greater or less degree in proportion as they 
are more or less numerous and flourishing. The circle is 
expanded by general prosperity, and must be contracted by 
adversity, so that all feel the effects, as there is absolute 
and unavoidable interdependence. 

It is not wise for any class or classes of the people of 
this gigantic American community to undertake to secure 
more than a just and reasonable share of the net results 
of prosperous times, for, in event of such an effort, they 
will antagonize all of the other interdependent classes, caus- 
ing them to refuse to co-operate; then expansion will ter- 
minate and contraction must ensue. 


PARTS EACH INDUSTRIAL FACTOR MUST PLAY. 


To avoid such condition, manufacturers must be earnest, 
energetic and progressive, and must be content with reason- 
able returns for the energy expended and upon their cap- 
ital employed. 

Employes should be diligent, skillful and painstaking, 
and satisfied with reasonable remuneration for their indus- 
try and skill. 

The merchant must see to it that he offers, at reasonable 
prices, up-to-date goods of the kinds and qualities that are 
in demand, and that each article so offered is honest, good 
and serviceable. Furthermore, he should not undertake to 
secure for himself more than a reasonable margin as re- 
muneration for capital he has invested and for the service 
he renders. 

THE DUTY OF THE CONSUMER. 

The ultimate buyer or consumer who, in one way or an- 
other is a producer of or a vendor of supplies of one kind 
or another, should not (nor should either of the other 
classes) curtail his producing capacity or restrict his efforts 





with a view to enhancing his prices by means of artificial 
scarcity. Upon the contrary, he should adopt and practice 
the most modern methods, employing every atom of his 
knowledge and skill to the end that he may furnish to his 
patrons, upon whom he must depend, whatever they may 
need and demand of him at as low cost as may be, and yet 
leave for himself fair remuneration. 

These in order that all may prosper, “Live and let live” 
should be the motto. 

EACH INDIVIDUAL SHOULD BUY AT HOME. 


There can be no doubt but that it is to the best interests 
of all of the active and progressive people of this country 
that, prices and qualities of home products being equal, or 
nearly equal to those of foreign make, each individual should 
buy at home, and thereby enhance the purchasing power of 
those upon whom he, himself, must depend. 

It is better not to be too greedy, as there necessarily 
exists among the people of this country, or community of 
interests, or interdependence, to an extent that renders it 
wise for each citizen to be extremely considerate of the 
rights and interests of all other citizens. 

A SOURCE OF DANGER. 

The chief danger to any combination of any class of 
production or distribution arises through a tendency to 
place restrictions upon quantity or to enhance prices to an 
extent that individuals would not dare to do because con- 
ditions of supply and demand would not seem to them to 
justify, relying upon their ability to force prices by means 
of the combination. Such unwise action is sure to throttle 
consumption and to result in serious reaction. 

A QUOTATION FROM ABRAHAM LINCOLN.

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THE CHARACTER OF MERCHANT DEMANDED BY 
THE CENTURY.

THE MAN DEMANDED BY THE TIMES. 

We are inclined to follow somewhat the same line of 
thought presented in the article furnished you a year ago, 
and to give you views as 
to the character of mer- 
chant (both wholesale 
and retail) demanded by 
the Twentieth century. 
THE TWENTIETH CENTURY 

WHOLESALER. 

The wholesale mer- 
chant, if he desires to 
maintain his present su- 
premacy, must loyally 
recognize the rights of 
his customers. That 
same protection which 
he asks from the manu- 
facturer, he must extend 
to his customer, the re- 
tailer. Circumstances 








seem to compel some 
wholesale houses to retail goods. In the majority of instances 
we have found that this has been done without any fric- 
tion, but the wholesale house maintaining a retail department 
must be extremely careful never to retail goods at a price 
which their most humble customer could not meet, and, at 
the same time, retain a profit. 

THE TWENTIETH CENTURY JOBBING HOUSE. 

The wholesale house, to be successful in the present era, 
must aid the retail merchant to combat the evils which are 
in many instances undermining the profit of the retailer. 
We ailude particularly to the inroads which are being made 
on the retail dealers’ trade by department stores and 
catalogue houses. Individual effort to prevent this evil 
has not prevailed, and is not likely to. Hence it is impor- 
tant that the wholesale merchants of the country support 
a trade organization such as the National Hardware Asso- 
ciation, which is doing its utmost to prevent catalogue houses 
and department stores from ruining the trade of the retail 
merchant. 

I am very happy to say that at the present time there 
are but a very few concerns, who are representative jobbing 
houses, not connected with the organization which I rep- 
resent. 

JOBRERS SHOULD NOT SELL CATALOGUE HOUSES. 


It is very important that the legitimate wholesale mer- 


chant of the country refrain from selling catalogue houses 
and department stores. It is useless to induce manufacturers 
to refrain from selling this class of houses if their wants 
are to be supplied by the wholesale trade. 

STATE RETAIL ORGANIZATIONS ARE NECESSITIES. 

We feel that the necessities of the present demand that 
the retailers of the country organize strong state associations 
and that these latter associations support the National Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association, in order that it may accom- 
plish the objects for which it was organized. 

MOST CORDIAL RELATIONS RETWEEN JOBBING AND RETAILERS. 
ORGANIZATIONS. 

During the past year the relations between the National 
Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association and the National Hard- 
ware Association of the United States have been most cordial, 
both associations realizing that much of their success must 
depend upon unity of action. The president of one of the 
state retailers’ associations, in a recent address, speaking of 
what could be accomplished by united action, said: 

“Another fact I want to emphasize is that the National 
Hardware Association, as such, have a keen appreciation of 
the cvil- that th-e.tcn us, and stand ready today to throw 
the whole power of their organization to assist any reason- 
able plan we may propose to correct the evils that confront 
us, either from within their ranks or without. Remember, 
there are six prominent jobbers in the United States whose 
transgressions must not be charged up against the National 
Association or its members. The one hundred and eighty- 
five members of this association stand ready to correct the 
real abuses they are guilty of when we show them they are 
in the wrong. We must not only prepare ourselves to do 
this, but must give them reasonable time to correct the abuses 
after they are recognized.” , 

HOPES TO SEE TRADE CO-OPERATION THE ENSUING YEAR. 

We hope that during the year 1902 the various branches 
of the trade will co-operate with one another to the fullest 
extent; thus may we hope for a better showing of results 
for the year 1902 than even that shown during the past 


three years. 
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A RETROSPECT.

A YEAR OF GREAT PROGRESS. 

At this time of the year a retrospective view is the 
matural and, perhaps, fitting one, and as, from a business 
standpoint, the past year has been one of great progress 
and at least a fair measure of profit, the temptation to in- 
dulge in looking backward is almost irresistible.

RECORD-BREAKING FIGURES.

With our iron production soaring up 
to almost the seventeen million mark (only curtailed by the 
impossibility of mining and transporting a larger quantity) ; 
with our railroads daily receiving whole trains of new cars 
and other equipment, yet utterly unable to take care of the 
traffic offered them; with vast manufacturing concerns, 
whose productive capacity has been doubled and trebled within 
the past few years, refusing to accept business except for 
delivery six months to a year ahead; with the agricultural 
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interests of the whole country in the most prosperous condi- 
tion that they have been in for a score of years and with 
every man, who wants to work, busy at the highest wages 
that we have known since war times, there is indeed little 
to base an adverse opinion upon as to the probabilities for 
1902. 

PRICES HAVE BEEN STEADY, 

With all the scarcity in manufactured products, prices 
have been steadier in the past year and at fairer values than 
at any other similar time, and we think it is only fair to 
the much censured trusts to say that the various consolida- 
tions have undoubtedly tended to prevent the foolish fluctu- 
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ation in prices, which has been the accompaniment of 
former times like this. 
A PREDICTION, 

We feel no hesitation in predicting, therefore, that 1902 
will have a record that has been unequaled in the past, and 
we express the hope that our fellow hardware men may get 
the very large share of it that their ability and industry 
so well deserve.

THE COST OF DOING BUSINESS. 


BY C. B. CARTER, SECRETARY SOUTHERN HARDWARE JOBBERS’ ASSOCIATION, 


A DILIGENT FRATERNITY. 


If the reader will pardon the assumption of the writer 
in attempting the discussion of this most important and 


° ° .. 
far-reaching question, he 


will endeavor to present 
a few thoughts which 
the busy business man 
can assimilate to as great 
an extent as time and 
convenience will permit. 

In the first place, I 
would briefly invite your 
attention to the scarcity 
of individuals who have 
become wealthy mainly 
from their hardware 
business efforts and in- 
vestments. This in view 
of the fact that with but 
very few exceptions, the 
hardware fraternity are 
perhaps the most dili- 
gent and hard-working people of all professions. I have also 
observed that, to a great extent, the hardware jobbers are 
possessed of considerable wealth and of Ar credit. Why 
then, does not the hardware profession realize more profit- 
able returns for its members? Other professions show even 
less remunerative returns; however, I will deal with only 
the hardware jobbing trade in this discussion. 

EMULATE THE OSTRICH. 

In my work as secretary-treasurer of the Southern 
Hardware Jobbers’ Association, I have had ample oppor- 
tunities to make observations of the conditions existing in 
the management of both the small and large hardware job- 
bing houses, and an analysis of the situation reveals the 
fact that the jobbers, as a rule, devote little or no time to 
the thoughtful and serious deliberation of the details in 
many departments of their business. One jobber will sys- 
tematize his buying department and reduce the work to 
such a basis as will eliminate any useless expense or cost, 
another will make a specialty of his selling department, 
another of his traveling salesmen, another of his inside store 
expenses, another of office expenses, etc. Such jobbers fol- 
low the example of the ostrich, which, when pursued and 
wishing to hide, buries its head in the sand, leaving the bal- 
ance of his body exposed, thinking its object has been 
attained. The jobbers devote their best thought and energy in 
perfecting one department and permit other departments to 
take care of themselves. 

THE JOBBERS GREATEST ENEMY. 


Briefly, the remedy is for the jobbers individually not 
to endeavor to systematize each department. The jobbers’ 
greatest enemy is too much detail work. They have men 
in their employ to whom they can delegate the task of put- 
ting each department upon a paying basis, however, if the 





force is inadequate to accomplish this task, the beneficial 
results which would follow the systematizing of their sey- 
eral departments will amply pay for the expense of securing 
additional help for this purpose. 

CLOSELY ALLIED. 

Cost and profit are very closely connected, in fact, owing 
to the close proximity of the cost of goods to the selling 
price which produces the profit, it would appear there was 
little or no difference in the two words; however, such 
should not be the case. While the margin of profit on many 
lines of goods cannot be appreciatively increased—owing to 
it 
therefore becomes necessary to reduce the cost of doing 





the aggressive competition among the jobbing trade 


business to the lowest possible figure. The jobber who 
accomplishes this result, will be the one who will declare 
the largest dividend. We therefore heartily recommend that 
the progressive jobbers devote less time in selling volume 
f goods, but rather—if necessary—reduce the volume by 


spending more time in devising ways and means for reducing 
the cost of conducting their business. 
A MOST BENEFICIAL EFFECT. 

One of the very beneficial effects of trade organizations— 
and to a marked degree is this noticeable among the hard- 
ware jobbihg associations—is the interchange of ideas among 
the jobbers as to the items comprising the cost of doing 
business, and their views as to how the percentage of cost 
can be reduced. These discussions have brought the jobbers 
to a full realization of the difficulties confronting them. 
It has been proven beyond all peradventure that the average 
percentage of cost in conducting a hardware jobbing busi- 
ness is about 15 per cent; however, many of the jobbers at 
first contended that the percentage was not over 5 per cent. 
By an exchange of idéas at our annual conventions and 
by correspondence, the jobbers have come to a realization 
of the true cost of doing business and, in consequence, they 
have placed their business upon a more remunerative basis 
than was otherwise possible. 

TRAVELING SALESMEN SHOULD BE MORE CLOSELY CONTROLLED. 

It is not my intention, in this short article, to go into 
details as to the ways and means whereby the cost of doing 
business can be decreased. I would suggest, however, that 
the jobbers more carefully control their traveling salesmen 
and insist that they eliminate many useless expenses. I 
would also call attention to many labor-saving devices, both 
in the office and store, which can be adopted with but very lit- 
tle expense, and will result in considerable saving in the cost 
of doing business. Take, for instance, the loose-leaf ledger 
system in the office. This has proven a wonderful time 
saver. The card-ledger and record-systems are now being 
introduced, and they have proven even more advantageous 
than the loose-leaf ledger. The jobber’s local stationer can 
offer many valuable suggestions as to such matters. The 
trade papers of late devote considerable space to such ques- 
tions and the observant jobber can find ample opportunities 
to profit by the experience of others. 
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JOBBERS SHOW A FAIR-MINDED SPIRIT. 

In conclusion, I wish to congratulate the hardware job- 
bers on the fair-minded spirit in which they both give and 
receive advice from their fellow jobbers. I am also agreeably 
pleased at the friendships which have been formed and now 
exist between competitors. This state of affairs is wholly 
the result of association work, and while appreciating the 
very satisfactory state of affairs now existing, we have 
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every reason to believe that even more beneficial results will 
follow by the continued co-operation and support of such 
organizations, which have for their object the upbuilding 
of both the commercial and social interests of the hardware 


jobbers of the country. 





CATALOGUE HOUSE COPIPETITION.

A QUESTION OF GROWING IMPORTANCE. 

I know of no more important subject than the question 
of competition that the legitimate retail dealer has with the 
catalogue house and de- 
partment store. 

The discussion of this 
question has been going 
on for some two or 
three years past both in 
hardware 
and in columns of the 


conventions 


trade papers. I am 
pleased to note recently 
that it has been taken 
up by the National As- 
sociation of Hardware 
Jobbers, showing that 
both dealer and jobber 


is recognizing more 
every day its growing 
importance. 





iHk tAKUWAKE DEALER IS A NECESSITY. 

Without going into a lengthy discussion of the subject, 
which neither time: nor space will permit of just now, I 
will say it seems to me that all manufacturers of especially 
first-class goods should recognize the fact that the hard- 
ware dealer is a necessity. It is a legitimate line of trade 
which is for the benefit of the general public. The dealer has 
his money invested in stock. He is a good citizen, pays 
taxes to the loca! government, and, in brief, is in every way 
entitled to the support of the manufacturer as well as of 
his town customers. 

AN INJUSTICE ON THE MANUFACTURERS’ PART. 

It, therefore, does not seem right to me that the manu- 
facturer should sell the same brands of goods to a catalogue 
house, who will send their price list to the neighbors of 
this hardware dealer which list names prices which would 
allow the dealer a less margin than that at which he could 
afford to do business. The reason, of course, for this is, 
the manufacturer who sells to the catalogue house makes 
them a price as low as he does to the largest jobbers, and the 
catalogue house, having only one margin between them and 
the consumer, can naturally afford to undersell the dealer. 

DEALER TO WORK WITH THE MANUFACTURER. 

It seems, however, a matter of impossibility to prevent 

the catalogue house from buying goods from some manu- 


facturers. It would appear that the next best thing is for the 
dealer to handle a line of similar goods of some other make, 
which the consumer cannot buy direct from the catalogue 
house. This requires energetic work on the part of the 
dealer, who must take interest enough in this matter to in- 
troduce a new brand of goods. The trouble is that a great 
many of them will say that they have not the time to stop 
to talk to the customer and try to induce him to take the 
brand that is not sold by the catalogue house. In such case 
it seems to me that the only thing to say is, a dealer who 
feels that way about it needs no sympathy if he has to meet 
catalogue house prices; but, if he desires to have a line of 
goods in his house which have as good a reputation or bet- 
ter than anything the catalogue house can buy, then he must 
work with the manufacturer and do what he can to dis- 
suade the consumer from sticking to old notions about what 
he thinks is the best. 
DETRIMENTAL WORK OF CERTAIN DEALERS. 

Another reason that has interfered more or less with 
certain brands of goods going out of the catalogue houses 
is the fact that there are certain jobbing houses who are 
selling such goods to the catalogue house when the latter 
cannot get them direct from the manufacturer. Now, it is 
very plain that such work as this on the part of any job- 
ber is very detrimental to the dealer, who should have their 
first consideration. 

AN ENCOURAGING FEATURE OF THE SITUATION. 

One of the most encouraging things in the hardware 
trade is the continual growth of the retail hardware dealers’ 
associations, thus bringing the dealers together from all 
parts of their states to discuss these questions and those 
manufacturers who are selling their goods only to legitimate 
hardware dealers. Such discussions can only result to their 
benefit, because I believe that the more that the dealer under- 
stands the fact that there are certain manufacturers who 
are willing to stand by them through thick and thin, by 
seeing that no piratical house, such as the catalogue con- 
cerns, sell their goods, then the more the said dealer will 
appreciate these facts and be willing to use a little of their 
energy and push to get said manufacturers’ wares into the 


hands of the consumers.

A MATTER OF LIFE AND DEATH. 

The very common and often used remark: “Competition 
is the life of trade,” is partly true, but we might with good 

reason add that some- 

times, where competition 

is the life of trade, it is 
- death to the trader. 

ADVANTAGES OF COMPETI- 

TION. 

Beyond any question, 
competition is a desirable 
thing; it forces and 
encourages economy in 
manufacturing by im- 
proved methods—by in- 
venting and using im- 
proved machinery that 
will make more goods 
per day, or better goods, 
and except for competi- 
tion, we would lack an 
incentive for these im- 





provements. It encourages the manufacturer to raise the 
standard of quality, finish, weight and shape of his goods; 
and it even goes further than this, for on some articles, com- 
petition may lower the price and thereby increase the demand, 
so that eventually the business is more profitable at a low 
price, because of the increased sales, than formerly when there 
was a small demand, and it restrained by high prices. 


WHEN COMPETITION IS OBJECTIONABLE. 

Competition is objectionable, however, whenever it goes 
so far as to break down the prices beyond a reasonable limit, 
and thus encourage some indifferent manufacturer to reduce 
the quality, the weight or the finish of his product. It may 
become so fierce between the manufacturers as to become 
generally known by both the jobber and retailer, so that they 
too enter into the spirit, and each in turn cuts his prices 
and profits so that he is handling the goods for glory only. 


HOW THE BUYER HOLDS HIS JOB. 

Competition is too often forced by over-shrewd buyers. 
The buyer is a man. who obtains and holds his position and 
commands a good salary, not only because of his knowledge 
of the needs of the market, and his familiarity with the dif- 
ferent makes of material or goods, but quite often also by his 
success in influencing the sellers to discount their regular 
prices. This, then, is really his capital and stock in trade. 
If the buyer would adhere to open-handed, honest methods, 
there would be no cause for complaint. If he is urgent for 
low prices and extra concessions because of a large order to 
give, or other apparent good reasons, there is no harm in 
that—these are his privileges and his duty; the seller is not 
obliged to make the concession, but when the buyer goes 
beyond the line of fair methods—deceiving the seller, mis- 
representing quality and price of goods or material offered by 
others, he is doing an injustice to his position, no matter 
whether he is a buyer of material for a manufacturing con- 
cern; or a buyer of manufactured goods for a jobber or 
merchant. 

THE BUYER’S VALUE TO HIS EMPLOYER. 


It should not be understood that the buyer is not in 
duty bound to take every fair advantage to get extra dis- 
counts or concessions in some way, for his success in this 
direction determines in a measure his value to his employer, 
but in all cases, his dealings should be in a spirit of fairness 
and honor, and to the mutual advantage of both buyer and 


seller. ‘ a ha Megs ya 


A PLEA FOR A MUTUAL STANDARD OF RELATIONS. 

The buyer is simply one factor of one institution—there 
is the selling department with its manager. Is he not desirous 
of having friendly, fair and honest relations with their cus- 
tomers? Does he not want square dealing on the part of 
those customers? Does he want to enter into and fight for 
trade and cut prices? Should there not be the same standard 
of relations between the buyer of the house and those he 
deals with, that prevails with the selling department and its 
customers ? 

Difference in quality of materials or goods; ability to 
execute orders promptly; furnishing a standard line that is 
well known, should be given due consideration by the buyer, 
and these will tend as much to raise the grade of inferior 
material and inferior goods as anything else. 

MEN ARE WANTED. 

You printed an article once on the subject: “Man 
Wanted!” Yes, a man is wanted, and men are wanted. 
Not simply men that are shrewd and active and energetic; 
that are hustlers, but besides these qualities, men that will act 
fair and square; men that will talk straight; men, that when 
they make a sale will deliver goods equal to quality sold; 
men that will do as they agree in every detail; men, who, 
when they place an order, will regard the incident as closed, 
and will take the material or goods regardless of offers by 
other salesmen; men who will pay the bills when they are 
due, without rebates or discounts beyond those called for in 
the contracts; men who will remember that they are sellers as 
well as buyers; men who will remember that honesty of pur- 
pose, honesty of intention and action are alike due fron, 
buyer and seller. Men who will not simply talk smoothly and 
piously and then act quite differently; men who when they 
proclaim from the platform or through the trade papers, that 
the highest form of business methods should prevail, will not 
turn a sharp corner when they return to their desks or mill. 
It is eagy enough to preach; it is easy enough to write about 
these things, but in a hundred years of time, or a hundred 
lines of type, no good can come of it, except men see it is to 
their interest to act uprightly, or until the business public 
sentiment enforces it. 

ASSOCIATIONS HAVE A VALUE, 

It is apparent that the coming together of men under 
various names of their organizations or associations, who 
come together as competitors, or as buyers and sellers, will in 
time effect some good. Each and every one will not be af- 
fected; they are not constituted alike, nor equally honest in 
purpose—each one has his own standard—still some will be 
influenced for the good and lifted up, by their intercourse with 
the others, legislation in the association of which they may 
be members, or by the knowledge of their practices becoming 
known by those with whom they have dealings. 

MEN OF INTEGRITY IN THE MAIN. 

Manufacturers and jobbers, competitors in either class, 
and buyers and sellers, are, in the main, men of integrity and 
ability; fair-minded, manly men, who are in business for a 
legitimate profit to be secured in a legitimate manner; here 
and there is a “degenerate,” who is a thorn in the flesh to 
friend and foe alike—may his shadow fade. 
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PRICE CUTTING.

A SERIOUS LEAK. 

The cutting of prices by jobbers is one of the serious 
leaks in their business. It has occurred to me to offer a 
practical suggestion, which if carried out might prove of 
some efficacy in mitigating this evil. That it is a very 
serious and complex question no jobber or manufacturer 
can deny. 

: WHEN THE TROUBLE BEGINS. 

When jobbers have a common territory and send their 
representatives into the same towns after the same orders, 

it is almost contrary to 








human nature that “the 
boys” should not indulge 
in some cutting in order 
to secure the business. 
The other “boys” either 
hear of this or suspect 
it on account of not get- 
ting the business, and 





write a complaining let- 
ter to their house and 
then the trouble begins. 





THE MANUFACTURER AS 
AN INTERMEDIARY. 
Now, the suggestion 

is, that when complaints 

of this kind come in 
that the jobber, instead 





of meeting the alleged 
cut, should communicate the same to the manufacturer from 
whom he bought the goods and use this manufacturer as a 
sort of intermediary between himself and his accused com- 
petitor. 

THE MANUFACTURER AS A MUTUAL FRIEND. 

Many jobbers would hesitate to write directly to their 
competitor in regard to the matter, but in many cases would 
not hesitate to place the matter in the hands of a mutual 
friend in the person of some manufacturer, who could in 


many instances, see the accused parties and either get them 
to stop cutting or else enable them to prove that they had 
not committed the offence. 

\ SERIOUS DIFFICULTY. 

One of the chief difficulties in getting at the facts of 
the case is that the jobbers who make the complaint usually 
wish to conceal his identity. This of course prevents the 
ambassador from mentioning names and handicaps him seri- 
ously, but if this custom were changed and specific complaints 
made in such a shape that they could be handled, there 
could be no doubt that in many cases prices could be re- 
stored and a better feeling prevail all around with a 
resultant gain in profit to all concerned. 

A large number of cases of this kind have come under 
my own observation and this plan has worked very success- 
fully. Of course it assumes a willingness on the part of the 
manufacturer to do all in his power to influence the jobbers 
to maintain prices. 

SCHEME IS IN: MANUFACTURERS’ INTEREST. 

It is hardly to be supposed that any manufacturer would 
be so short sighted as to decline to take the most active 
interest in cases of this kind, where by means of specific 
interference he can help the jobber to make a profit on the 
goods of his manufacture. 

It is therefore suggested to jobbers who have not tried 
the plan, that they give it a fair trial, and I think they 
will be much gratified by the result, both in more harmonious 
feeling between them and their competitors and direct profits 
on the goods.

A VAST SUBJECT. 

Abler pens than mine have essayed to cover the ground 
and very, very many valuable papers upon the subject of 
“Hardware” have been 
given the public, but 
from the vastness of the 
subject, no complete an- 
alysis. As two plus two 
equals four has ever been 
given, nor is it at all 
probable that in the gen- 
erations to come a phi- 
losopher will be found so 
learned as to solve the 
problem. 

CHANGES IN HALF A CEN- 
TURY. 

The subject of “Hard- 
ware” is not so complex, 
but its vastness is so 
great, multiplied as it 
is sO many times by the 
large number of incidentals that form its whole as a distinct- 
ive husiness. The semi-centenarian who has given any great 
portion of his fifty years to the hardware business, as he 
takes a retrograde view, notes vas: and material changes in 
the modes and manner of the business. The man who has 
been favored with a greater number of years in the work, 
can note most marvelous changes. 

\ PURELY DISTINCTIVE BUSINESS. 

Fifty to seventy-five years ago the hardware business 
was largely an in‘egral part of general merchandising, with 
no distinc‘ive position its own. Today it is of itself a purely 
distinctive business, made up of factors wholly its own, and 
forms the largest prime factor in our commercial being.

The small compendium or primitive catalogue has grown 
to an immense volume of hundreds of pages and thousands 
of display cuts; still the work of proper rendition must be 
constantly supplemented by large amounts of printed 
circular aids. Large numbers of skilled clerks and 
compilers are employed for months at a time to tabulate, 
arrange and compile one of the voluminous books which, 
like an unabridged dictionary, gives the hardware clerk and 
salesman the A B C dictum of hardwaredom. 

USEFUL BOOKS OF REFERENCE. 

The constant and growing changes and additions ‘going 
on no longer make it possible for the retail hardware mer- 
chant or his clerk to contain within his memory the A B C 
of the business, and these catalogues become most useful 
books of references and indispensable adjuncts in a well- 
regulated hardware store. 

CONSTANT INNOVATIONS. 

Perhaps no other one branch of our commercial industries 
require more care or painstaking in its conduct than “Hard- 
ware,” hence its importance as a factor of business. 

Innumerable and constant innovations are being made; 
new materials for the work are being devised; the uses of the 
basic material “iron” is being extended to every branch of 
scientific and mechanical research and work. As the changes 
have been both wonderful and great in the last quarter of the 
nineteenth century, so are they likely to be even greater in the 
first quarter of the twentieth century. 

The growth of motive power, steam and electricity, have 
called for large accessories or contributing factors to be 
added to the business of “Hardware.” 

This is a progressive country; ours are a progressive 
people; upon the “trestle board” of every artisan, architect, 
inventor and scientist is emblazoned in bold-face type the 
words progress and progression. Every little innovation in 
the various lines of work, by one artisan is seized upon by 
every other one of the profession and acts as an impetus for 
renewed effort, harder work. 

PROFUSION OF NEW GOODS AND CAUSE THEREOF. 

The ambitious zealot, ever striving for the mastery, is 

lead on, as well as followed by hundreds of other equally 
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ambitious zealots. The “Hardware” industries, forming the 
base line of almost all the important industrial developments, 
appears to have a surfeit of these zealots, hence its marvelous 
growth and constant expansion. The forge, smithy and 
anvil no longer serve the ends. 

The production of a new lock, knob, escutcheon, tool of 
iron or steel, or any one of the ten thousand different articles 
of the hardware assortment, is bound to be followed by a 
goodly number of others, each one claiming first place for 
‘aperiority or perfectness. 

SUBSTITUTION OF IRON FOR WOOD. 

The constant ply of the woodman’s axe, the denuding 
of our immense forests of timber, has required suitable sub- 
stitution for the great work of building, engineering and 
mining, and no greater, better or larger substitute has been 
found than “iron,” the constituent part of “Hardware.” This 
substitution has served largely—and its ends are still greater 

to expand the hardware business. 
A TALE OF EXPANSION. 

lake up the progressive wholesaler’s catalogue, search its 
pages, go into the store of the aggressive, up-to-date retail 
hardware dealer, view his varied assortment, and what ‘a tale 
is there unfolded of progress, of advancement, of expansion. 

What other line of commercial work can compare? Is 
it a wonder whole business blocks are given up to the whole- 
sale work of this industry and that great single buildings 
are wholly devoted to this one exclusive class of commercial 
work in our smaller towns and cities? 

Take up a copy of any progressive, up-to-date trade jour- 
nal, look through its advertising columns, read of bolts, hinges, 
brackets, files, ventilators, faucets, metal roofings, shingles, 
ccilings, drills, dies, chucks, augers and ten thousand thou- 
sand « eful articles, each and all a part of a hardware stock. 
Is it then a wonder man has contrived and planned for the 
suitable grouping or arranging of this immense varied stock? 
The brain power which provides the grouping of this great 
mass +s infinitely small compared to the brain power neces- 
sary to produce the articles themselves. 

RETAIL ORGANIZATION. 

Perhaps the last five or six years has marked the greatest 
advancement in the business from the retail viewpoint. Some- 
thing akin to a system of organization seized upon the retail 
faction a few years ago, since which time much progress has 
been made towards a betterment of the business, particularly 
in states where organizations have been measurably estab- 
lished. 

OHIO THE FIRST STATE TO ORGANIZE. 

To the state of Ohio belongs the credit of the first move- 
ment of actual state organization of retail dealers. Ohio’s 
move was followed by Michigan, then came Wisconsin, Indi- 
ana, Minnesota, North Dakota and Iowa, followed by several 
other states, until something like twelve of fifteen states now 
have local organizations, all showing good progress. 

THE NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF RETAIL HARDWARE DEALERS. 

Several of the states so organized have united in what 
may be properly called a national association of retail hard- 
ware dealers. While this latter association is less than one 
year old and decidedly in the embryo of youth, it is undoubt- 
edly tke nucleus of a most useful association. It is to be 
hoped the coming year will see several new state organiza- 
tions and that all the states will join the national association, 
fully co-operating in the work. 

FUTURE OF THE HARDWARE BUSINESS. 

Each year from now on the basic factor of hardware 
“iron” must become stronger and stronger, as it enters more 
and more into the every-day uses of our commercial life. 
As the prime factor grows so must the body grow. 

THE QUESTION OF STOVES. 

I would not be doing full service to your paper or just 
cause to your readers should I close this article without 
some word upon the stove question—a question you are 


always interested in and one of so much concern to your 
patrons—but here I must again plead forebearance and sus- 
pension of verdict. 
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DEFINITION OF UP-TO-DATE STOVES.

Every well regulated and well governed hardware store 


recuires, aS a portion of its stock, a line or assortment of up- 
to-date stoves—cooks and heaters. 


by well selected, up-to-date, I mean an assortment of 


steel and cast goods suitable for the local market’s demand; 
goods that are made upon correct lines of architecture, having 
just and even proportions in all their several parts, ovens, 


tops, closets, reservoirs, fire boxes, grates, fire pots, shelves, 
height, widths and all the useful and practical, interchange- 
able features, with good mechanically constructed flues of 
ample proportions, so that when attached to or set up to 
a suitable chimney or stack there will be perfect workings, 
perfect combustion, perfect results. 

STOVE ORNAMENTATION, 

hese goods, or suc selection, should carry just enough 
of ornamentation to make them neat but not zaudy. All trim- 
mings and ornamentation should be affixed with a harmoniz- 
ing idea as a whole. Blotches of nickel without harmonizing 
features, are like warts on the hand excuscencies it would be 
better to remove. 

ERRORS IN STOVE CONSTRUCTION. 

To attempt to build a large oven in a small-bodied stove, 
an oven so large that the fire box and flue capacities must be 
dwarfed, is an unpardonable folly. To build a cheap range 
cook or heater, and then try to enrich it by overloading with 
(questionably) beautiful adornments, is a waste of energy and 
possible good intentions. To build a large, ample flue and 
then dwarf it by a cramped, small, ill arranged exit or pipe 
collar, is a waste of capital and good material for no purpose. 

CHEAP STOVES. 

To build or to attempt to build a piece of stove goods and 
place it upon the market to match a certain small piece of 
money is a folly that had its inception in the closing days 
of the nineteenth century by some supposedly high up manu- 
facturers. All such constructions, like the tower of “Babel,” 
are great follies and have brought more curses upon the heads 
of stove manufacturers than farthings into their treasuries. 

For the good of the business, the retail end in particular, 
it will be a blessing if no more such work sees the light of 
trade. 

A PROTEST AGAINST CHEAP GOODS. 

We are fully launched upon the twentieth century sea, 
upon each wave and billow like the “trestle board” of our 
existence, in bold relief stands the words progress and 
progression. Let the man who conceives the idea, the formu- 
lator of the plan, the manufacturer who executes the design 
indelibly imprint these words upon their minds and construct 
no article of hardware except with one view: value, worth, 
usefulness. Cheap, in the hardware vernacular, should have 
no place. 

SELECTIONS SHOULD BE MADE ON PLANE OF VALUES. 

Let each hardware dealer, wholesale and retail, make his 
selection upon the plane of values, utility, uses, coupled with 
just enough of the ornamental, the gloss, to make artistic 
but not disgustingly gaudy, and 1902 will see long strides 
towards the substantial in hardware. 

PROGRESS IN STOVE MAKING. 

Stove making has in twenty or twenty-five years made 
great progress. It is true that in some things as forms, flues, 
shapes, fire boxes, etc., conventional lines have prevailed and 
been followed one by another of the manufacturers, but 
there is yet a wide untraveled field for the venturesome. As 
the old step stove and elevated oven gave way to present 
modes, so may the present be followed by more startling and 
possibly pleasing patterns. 

THE FUEL QUESTION. 

The fuel product is fast becoming one of questions. Wood 

and coal as producers « 


f heat for various purposes, 
and domestic uses will, in a few years, in some sections become 
serious problems. Electricity offers no real solution, because 
it takes both coal and wood to produce it. Oil may become 
the solving factor. Stove manufacturers are likely soon to 
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give serious thought to this one item, “fuel.” New ventures 

are likely to be undertaken by stove makers, and it would 

be unreasonable not to expect within the next very few years 

some radical changes and improvements in forms, shapes, 

sizes, ornamentation and construction. 

THE UTILIZATION, NOT THE PRODUCTION OF HEAT, WILL BE THE 
QUESTION. 

Heat retention and utilization, not heat production, will 
be the concern of future stove makers. Enough heat is now 
produced, probably nearly all the units contained in any 
given kind of fuel, but its retention, its absorption is most 
wasteful. 

CIRCULATION. 

Circulation, which means ventilation, so much _ over- 
looked in the architect and builders’ work and proving a 
great drawback in the proper heating, must be undertaken 
by the manufacturer of heating apparatus. The stove man 
and furnace man must wrap up in their constructions the 
essential things that should go into the house building. While 
some attention has been given this feature as now embodied 
in some constructions it is still in the embryo. The large 
quantities of waste heat from ranges, cooks and heaters has 
in a small measure been made available by the use of circulat- 
ing and radiating drum attachments, still the lost supply is 


fully up to fifty per cent of the whole amount produced. 


A WASTE THAT WILL BE CHECKED. 

Thoughtful manufacturers will soon bend their efforts in 
the direction of saving this enormous loss. They cannot hope 
to educate the architect and builder to the correction of their 
faults, but must seek to do, by, through and _ with their 
stove or furnace, the things builders do not do or see the 
necessity for doing 

HEAT RETENTION. 

Everyone knows the relative cost of heating in an un- 
ventilated and a partially ventilated building is fully 50 per 
cent in favor of the latter structure. 

Quite a few retailers look upon this question of heat re- 
tention with ardor, and to meet conditions as best they can, 
carry various kinds of drum attachments. The whole hard- 
ware school will joyously hail a better and more complete 
thing. Who makes the first move for a perfect heat saver, 
retainer, expander? Who? 

A TALE OF A STOVE. 

Your readers will pardon me in closing with a story 
which amply illustrates some of the features of the business. 

Not so many years ago a firm, doing a hardware business

not a long ways from Fargo, the metropolis of North Dakota, 
sold out to a couple of young men, who were somewhat long 
on farm lore, but did not know a blamed thing of the hard- 
ware business. Of course they came into the possession of 
a stock and there was no immediate call for their buying. 
The stock had been assorte dby purchases from several firms 
and manufacturers. 
A “ROAST” PASSED DOWN THE LINE. 

In time the cook stove maker heard from this new firm; 
his cook stove would not work, would not draw, ‘twas con- 
demned, it must come out. Then the heater man got it in 
the collar, in large caps. Finally the poor, innocent cuss of 
a fellow who made the cheap box stove, with its two sides, 
leg bottom, top, back, front door and frame, this great hol- 
low trunk with draft slide on hearth, came in for a rich, 
brown roast. Any fellow who could not build a box stove 
that would work, draw, was an ass of asses. 

THE MAKER IS HEARD FROM. 

Here is where the funny part comes in. The box stove 
maker wrote the firm a pleasant letter asking sundry ques- 
tions about the chimney, size, construction, pipe connection 
from stove to chimney, asking that they kindly look over and 
report. In the meantime the maker of the cook stove had 
gotten in his work in the shape of a letter with the usual 
questions about fuel, how set up, and had they made thor- 
ough examination, particularly of flues in stove to see if in 
some almost impossible manner something had gotten in and 
choked them up. 

Flues, dampers, drafts, etc, now this new firm had 
learned something, at least supposedly so. So when Mr. Box 
Stove Man’s letter came they were prepared to make reply 
and did so, saying they had carefully examined the chimney, 
the pipe connection, all of which was absolutely perfect, they 
had even examined the box and its flues and found nothing 
wrong, it was a pure case of stupid blunder in building a 
box stove that would not work and draw. 

LIMITATIONS OF A STOVE. 

The heating man spent two hours in puttying up cracks 
around the stack attached to his stove, cleaning out a peck 
of clinkers in the grate, and when fire was well started, in 
a whisper told the new firm his house did not make the stove 
to heat four square sections of North Dakota, the thermometer 
registering 40 degrees below, and they should not expect it. 
There are none of this class now in the business.

OPERATING A REFRIGERATOR. 


The Grand Rapids Refrigerator Company, Grand 
Rapids, Mich., send us a little booklet entitled “A 
Machine, Not a Box,” that gives general directions for 
the operation of refrigerators. From this booklet we 
take the following general rules for the management 
of refrigerators: 

“A refrigerator is a machine. Don’t think it will 
run itself, for it will not. You must understand and 
care for it and as you would any other machine. A 
refrigerator preserves food by retarding decay. In a 
high temperature fermentation and mould work rapidly, 
especially if moisture is present. A refrigerator cir- 
culates cold air around the food and this delays fer- 
mentation. It also dries the air by circulating it against 
the ice. The moisture in the air is condensed and pre- 
cipitated onto the ice, the same as you see it on the 
outside of a pitcher of ice water on a warm day. Your 
success in operating your refrigerator will depend upon 
how low a temperature you can produce by keeping 
the ice box full and how much moisture you can keep 
out of the box by keeping the doors shut. It is all a 
matter of degree. If you could freeze the food solid 
and keep moisture entirely away from it, you could 
keep it forever, but if you use but little ice and leave 
the doors open frequently, your food will soon spoil, 
even in a refrigerator. Fortunately the proper use of 
a refrigerator economizes in ice as well as food more 
than the careless use of it. Ice will not melt so fast 
in a temperature of 45 degrees as it will in a tem- 


perature of 55 degrees, and the only way to get 45 















egrees 1s to keep the ice box full. Again, ice will not 
nelt so fast if you keep the doors closed tightly as 
when they are left slightly open half the time. Thus 


ou see economy of ice as well as the preservation of 
our food requires that you understand and operate the 
refrigerator in a proper manner.”

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A fixed rule for constructing advertisements is im- 
possible. A very valuable feature of an advertise- 
ment consists in its being the expression of the dealer’s 
own ideas; and it ought to be as different from other 
advertisements as he differs from the men who use them. 
An advertiser gives the public not only the informa- 
tion regarding his store and line of goods, but the per- 
son who reads a number of the advertisements as they 
appear, should have a pretty definite idea of the char- 
acter of the goods handled, and of the kind of man 
who does it: and in the end this effect is of more im- 
portance than the patronage directly resulting from 
each advertisement at the time of its issue. “Words, 
like the rays of the sun, burn deepest when most con- 
densed,” says the proverb, and the advertisement that 
is most effective is the one that is boiled down. Short, 
terse expressions, “sabre-cuts of speech,” will make and 
leave an impression when mere verbosity fails utterly. 
Advertisements are not carefully read by the general 
public, and it is necessary that their salient points 
Le so placed that they may be taken in at a glance; so, 
whatever the subdivision of the general subject treated, 
the brief announcement does the best work. 


E. M. Austin, Litchfield, Ill., dealer in hardware 
and housefurnishing goods, is certainly a wide-awake 
advertiser, as the following reduced reproduction of his 
advertisement in a local paper would indicate. Mr. 
Austin’s holiday opening, with free holly and free cot- 
ton, is certainly unique. The display in this advertise- 
ment is very good, and Mr. Austin should certainly 
keep his competitors hustling to keep up their end 
of the log. We would state, in connection with this 
advertisement, that the tone of the introductory para- 
graphs, with their allusions to a regular southern jubilee 
time, etc., would be out of place in a hardware adver- 
tisement at any time of the year but this. However, 
Christmas is a time when everything goes. 

Mr. Austin is to be complimented on the line of 
desirable presents he advertises at low prices. The 
citizen of Litchfield who cannot find something in this 
list to give his friends, must certainly be a pretty cap- 
tious specimen. 

The two criticisms we would make on this an- 
nouncement would appear at first blush to be para- 
doxical, but they are not. While there can be no 
question of this being the time of the year to advertise— 
“Don’t forget we do perfect plumbing quickly and 
guarantee it,” it would seem to-us that Mr. Austin 
should make this announcement in a small, separate 
advertisement, as the ideas of sugar and cream sets and 
leaky drain pipes do not harmonize. 

While we would suggest that the mention of the 
plumbing department of Mr. Austin’s business should 
be served up separately, at the same time it strikes us 
that Mr. Austin’s holiday offerings must include some 
desirable hardware goods, like sleds, skates, buggies,

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A QUESTION OF A FURNACE DRAPT.

[ was called out to examine a furnace a few 
days past. Ifound the furnace properly installed 
so far as I could see. The furnace has a 24-inch 
fire pot, and estimated heating capacity of 16,000 to 
25,000 eubic feet. A soft coal burner, the party

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claims, causes furnace to smoke badly, and_ besides 
does not furnish heat enough for two rooms 16x16, with 
10 ft. ceiling. I found the chimney choked with soot 
from top to bottom, also pipe from furnace to chimney. 
I herewith give length of pipe from furnace to chim- 
ney, viz.: 10 feet 8 inches diameter, height of chim- 
ney 40 feet, inside dimensions 314x12 inches. Do you 
think if the chimney was larger it would increase the 
heat and stop furnace from smoking? If so, what 
size would you suggest? I herewith enclose pencil 
plan of smoke from furnace to chimney. 

“A READER.”

ANSWER, BY JAMES J. LAWLER. 

The chimney is not large enough for the size 
fire pot in this furnace. As we have only been told 
that the fire pot is 24 inches in diameter and nothing 
said about diameter of grate, we will assume that the 
grate is also 24 inches in diameter, because it is from 
the area of the grate in the furnace that we must 
build the capacity of the chimney on. A grate 24 
inches in diameter would be considered just about the 
capacity of three horsepower, in boiler rating the fire 
of which is practically the same as that in hot-air 
furnaces, and with the height of chimney 40 feet, it 
would require a round, smooth chimney 9 inches in 
diameter if made of pipe, or brick chimney 9 inches 
square. The chimney in question is 31x12 inches, 
and even if it were clean and smooth, which 
is doubtful, there would be only 42 square 
inches of area in the chimney, while 81 is required 
if constructed of brick, and the smoke pipe should be 
9 inches in diameter from furnace to chimney and 
frequently cleaned to keep the capacity, as soft coal 
makes soot fast. The insufficient capacity of the 
present chimney and smoke pipe is, in our opinion, 
the special cause of the smoke which escapes through 
the house. With the proper size chimney there should 
be a great deal more heat than it is possible to get 
from the furnace in its present condition, and no 
doubt the two large rooms that do not get sufficient 
heat now might be warm enough after proper changes 
are made in the chimney; but the situation of the 
rooms has much to do with the successful heating of 
them, even when the furnace fire operates in a perfect 
manner. Flat or narrow brick chimneys are bad, as 
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they choke quickly and are hard to clean, and long 
or even short sections of smoke pipe in a horizontal 
position should be provided with cleanouts, so that the 
soot can be removed easily without taking down the 
smoke pipe to do it, and we therefore suggest that 
a cleanout be fixed on the end of elbow as indicated by 
the dotted lines in sketch.

Would say to Grant Stickler that he has 
one of the most aggravating jobs on his hands that it 
ever fell to my lot to contend with. Some of the boys 
might advise you to resort to swearing until the at- 
mosphere becomes hot enough to melt the whole seam. 
This is the advice given me on a similar job. I am not 
a real hard-swearing man, and I know I feel justified 
in making combinations of words learned at Sunday 
school. But the seam remained same as ever until | 
was informed to tin my soldering coppers only on on 
side of point, leaving other three sides black. ‘This pre- 
vents the solder from running to other sides 
of copper except the one closest to seam. Clean 
scam absolutely clean from all dirt or rust; make seam 
fit neat and tight and apply the proper flux and hold 


your breath, grit your teeth and do the proper thing 


with the soldering coppers, following close after the 
coppers with flux or acid swab to « ol the seam and 
prevent the hot solder from running off. Fresh solder 


l 


can only be added very slowly, about a drop at the time. 
In such a job I have found it next to impossible to mak 
a neat, smooth seam. Much care must be used to get 
the coppers just the right heat, as to have the coppers 
too hot will make the solder run off and to have them 
too cold you will do what so many do—freeze the 
solder on and the least little jar or |nock will break 
the seam wide open again. But with a little practice 
and lots of patience and care you can do a good, sub- 
stantial job of soldering, but as to neatness I would not 
care to have a similar seam with my own work in a 
very conspicuous place without smoothing same off 
with a seraper. Wishing you all the success, I assure 
you that you have my sympathy while finishing your 
job. To Mr. Driggs 1 would say I have had simila 
experiences myself, but never found anything better 
than raw acid to solder galvanized iron with. Two cases 
n particular | have had trouble with, both times on 100- 
bbl. tanks. After applying the acid the seam would turn 
a dirty black color, and when I applied solder and 
coppers the solder would run off just as you drop

EXPORTS OF MANUFACTURES. 


That the reduction in exportations of manufac- 
tures is largely due to reduced prices and absence of 
data on the commerce with Hawaii and Porto Rico is 
apparent from some figures just compiled by the Treas- 
ury Bureau of Statistics. The reduction in the total 
value of exports of manufactures is, as has already been 
stated, chiefly in iron and steel, copper, and mineral 
oil. The reduction in mineral oil now amounts to 
about three million dollars in the eleven months end- 
ing with November, while in quantity exported there 
has been an actual increase of seventy million gallons 
as compared with the eleven months of 1900. In ex- 
ports of wire during the ten months ending with 
October the value of the exports shows a decrease, while 
the quantity has during that time increased over eleven 
million pounds as compared with the same period of 
last year. Of locomotives there is an increase in the 
number actually exported and a decrease in value 
amounting to nearly half a million dollars. Of bar iron 
the average export price per pound in the ten months 
of 1901, compared with the corresponding months of 
1900, shows a decrease of 20 per cent; wire rods, a de- 
crease in price per pound of over 34 per cent; billets, 
ingots and blooms, over 12 per cent reduction in 
price ; stee] rails, a reduction of 10 per cent in price per 
ton; tin plates, a reduction of 25 per cent in 
price per pound; structural iron and steel, 9 per 
cent; cut nails, 12 per cent; wire, 16 per cent; 
and other articles of iron and steel show about 
the same rate of reduction in prices per unit 
of quantity.

TINPLATE TRADE IN WALES. 


There is great activity in all the tinplate works, 
contractors being desirous of taking advantage of the 
depression in the freight market, and pressing strong] 
for deliveries. During the week the receipts from works 
amounted to 69,400 boxes, whilst the shipments ex- 
ceeded 65,600 boxes, Russia taking 3,600 tons, Italy 
1,440 tons, and the Straits Settlements, China and 
Japan 2,000 tons. There is no material change in 
stocks, which stand at 107,800 boxes. Inquiries fo 
tinplates up to the end of next March are considerab|: 
whilst in a few cases deliveries are being asked for up 
to June; but, as the price offered by buyers only leaves 
a very small margin of profit, makers for the most part 
are holding off. The production of bars is scarcel\ 
equal to the demand, and foreign material, which is 
offering at from £4 10s. to £4 12s. 6d., c. i. f., finds a 
ready market, though when the carriage from the port 
of delivery to the works is added the cifference between 
the price of foreign and home-made bars is not so very 
wide.—The Ironmonger.

BRADSTREET’sS ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vance report of the iron and steel situation: 

A conspicuous exception to the general quietness 
is found in the iron and steel situation, which gains 
rather than loses activity. Here, however, the car short- 
age question cuts a disturbing figure and one which, in 
view of the advanced stage of the season, bids fair to 
continue to unsettle both production and consumption 
considerably. The supply of coke at the ovens is piling 
up, but the blast furnaces are shutting down because of 
the necessary link between the two, an abundance of 
cars not being forthcoming. Chicago reports that near- 
ly every blast furnace in that district is closed down 
and supplies of bessemer are scarce and can only be 
obtained by paying $2 to $3 per ton advance. 
Southern pig iron has advanced 50 cents per ton and 
the western trade is just getting its chief supplies from 
this source. At the East, pig iron is also firmer. Plen- 
tiful orders are offered, but none is accepted for deliv- 
ery before July. Mesaba iron ore has been advanced 
in price. The only appearance of weakness in finished 
products is in wire and nails, which are $2 per ton 
lower, owing to increased competition of outside mak- 
crs. Heavy rail orders for Mexico are reported pend- 
ing, and international competition promises to be keen 


in this respect. 


REVISED LISTS ON RULES AND LEVELS. 

Under date of Jan. 1, 1902, the Stanley Rule & 
Level Co., New Britain, Conn., are sending the trade 
a circular letter giving revised prices on a variety of 
their goods. lor éxample, their list price on boxwood 
rules has been entirely revised and the coming year will 
be subject to a base discount of 60 per cent. in place 
of the base discount of 75 per cent. in use the past 
year. ‘The list price of those wooden plumbs and levels 
which last year were subject to a base discount of 70 
per cent. has been revised, and the new list takes a base 
discount of 40 per cent. This also applies to the list 
price of common pocket levels. The list prices of 
rosewood handled T-bevels No. 25 and rosewood handled 
try squares No, 20 have changed from a base discount 
of 60 per cent. to a base discount of 33 1-3 per cent. 
This firm have regrouped a great number of the stand- 
ard Bailey and Stanley planes, both iron and wood, and 
have issued new lists subject to base discounts of 20 
or 25 per cent. in place of the former lists subject to 
a hase discount of 50 per cent. 


CUT NAILS. 
There is naturally only a light demand for cut 
nails at this season and also owing to the low price of 


wire nails. The quotations are: $2.25 in small lots. 


WIRE NAILS. 
Wire nails are quoted at $2.25 to $2.30 in small 
lots from stock, and $2.20 in earload lots. 
BARB WIRE. 
Painted barb wire is quoted at $2.70 to $2.80, and 


galvanized at $3 to $3.10, with 5c off for carload lots. 


PLAIN WIRE. 

Plain wire in small lots is quoted at $2.20 to 
$2.25. 

CORDAGE. 

Manila rope, on the basis of 7-16 inch and larger. 
remains unchanged at 1234¢ to 13¢ per pound; sisal 
rope, on the same hasis, is quoted at Slice to 914¢ per 
pound ; with a rebate of 14¢ per pound allowed on both 
kinds of rope in large quantities.
